London. — Lord Kitchener and his 
staff did not even reach the deck of 
the British cruiser Hampshire after 
she struck a mine off the coast of 
Scotland one stormy night in June. 
1916, according to a warrant officer 
who has just told the story of the 
sinking to a correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian. 

Questions concerning the sinking 
of the Hampshire have been askeil in 
parliament because of the persistent 
rumor that the vessel had been sunk 
by a sbmarine and Lord Kitchener 
had been carried off a prisoner tr 
Germany. No detailed statement, how- 
ever, has ever been officially given 
out. The name of the officer who now 
tells the story has not been disclosed 

Four days after the Jutland battle 
according to the officer, the Hamp- 
shire took Lord Kitchener aboard on 
June 5th. and set out with about SOn 
persons on board In "the foulest 
weather known in that region." She 
was escorted by two destroyers, who 
were unable to face the storm and re- 
turned to port. Everything on board 
the Hampshire was lashed down, and 
only one hatchway was left open. 

About 8 o'clock In the evening the 
ship was shaken by a terriffic explo- 
sion and the crew scrambled for the 
deck. Officers quickly took their posts, 
but their orders could not be heard 
because of the raging storm and the 
terrific sound of escaping steam. Im- 
mediately after the explosion there 
was another and all lights went out. 
which added to the confusion. 

The officer, with a companion, cut 
the lashings of a life-boat, It being Im- 
possible to launch the boats in the 
terrific sea, and the raft was slipped 
over the side. It turned upside down 
but finally righted, and he with oth-

Although much confused, he re- 
calls trying to open a number of oth- 
er hatchways while trying to reach 
the deck and found them all battered 
down. 

The raft drifted with the gale for 
five hours, during which time many 
of the men were washed from the raft, 
while others died and rolled into tin 
Met in the center. The raft was then 
tossed through an opening in a rocky 
reef and bleached on an island. 

The oltlcer scoffed at the suggestion 
that I/ord Kitchener had been saved 
and was quite sure that the Hamp- 
shire had been mined and not tor- 
pedoed.

criticism; they became scoffers, mal- 
contents, voicing malignant skeptl- 
dam. And when — In the anxious days 
of the summer of 1918— they saw the

Hearing: of a suit by Mattle Berton 
Fryer, divorced wife of Louis P. Fryer, 
Circuit Court Judge of Robertson, 
Pendleton, Nicholas and Harrison 
counties, Kentucky, against Evu Brad- 
ford Fryor, present wife of Judge Fry- 
er, to recover $60,000 for the alleged 
alienation of the affections of Judge 
Fryer, was halted In the United States 
Court at Covington yesterday when 
Judge A. M. J. Cochran ordered that 
the swearing of the Jury be set aside 
and set the suit for hearing on June 
24, when a special session of the Fed- 
eral Court has been called. 

The action was upon motion of At- 
torney Worth Dlckerson for the com- 
plainant, following the testimony of 
John Fath, railroad employee, of Liv- 
ingston, Ky. Fath testified regarding 
a conversation in September, 1917, 
when, he said, J. H. Kinaban, railroad 
employee, had offered him $200 to "as- 
sist In getting something on Judge 
Fryer and Mrs. Bradford." Fath said 
Klnahan had indicated to him that he 
(Kinahan) was to receive one half of 
any sum which would be recovered In 
the suit 

In bringing the case to a conclusion 
Judge Cochran said the testimony of 
Fath was offered to show bins on the 
part of Kinahan who now lives in 
Newton, Kan., and who, in a deposi- 
tion read at the trial, charged that 
Mrs. Bradford had told him of meet- 
ings with Judge Fryer at her home in 
Butler, Ky.; In Cincinnati and De- 
troit. Kinahan testified he had board- 
ed with Mrs. Bradford In Butler. Ky.. 
during the summer of 1917. 

Mrs. Eva Bradford Fryer on the 
stand denied all the allegations made 
in Klnhan's deposition, and declared 
his action In making the deposition 
was prompted by spite because she or- 
dered him from her home after he 
had made scurrilous remarks about 
her women friends, and had declared 
he was in love with Hilda Bradford, 
daughter of the defendant. 

Judge Cochran said Fath's state- 
ment was no reflection upon the plain- 
tiff, but that Kinahan lived out of the 
jurisdiction of the Court and that he 
could not compel his attendance. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff say they 
will try to obtain a statement from 
Kinahan relative to Fath's testimony.

Purls, April 17 — The Germans muy 
bo required to sign tho peace treaty 
by May 15, It was learned on good uu- 
thorlty toduy. 

There was difference of opinion 
among delegates regarding advlsubll- 
ity of setting a time limit, but the ma- 
jority appeared to believe the porlod 
between April 25 and May 15 would 
be sufficient for the Germany govern- 
ment to debate and ratify provisions. 

Those opposed to fixing a time limit 
contended the allies might not be 
ready to receive the Germans by April 
125. 

Delegates favoring May 15 as tho 
time for acceptance of the treaty 
pointed out that unless some curl was 
established on the Germans consider- 
ation of the treaty would be drawn 
out Indefinitely. 

The Invitation to the Germans was 
forwarded before all belligerents had 
an opportunity to sign it. It is un- 
derstood to have been taken by cour- 
ier to Spa when the five great pow- 
ers had signed the text. The 18 small- 
er belligerents were called In yester- 
duy and the document was read to 
them. No objection was offered and 
the additional signatures were affixed. 
The meeting was pure by formal, but 
necessary, as 23 nations wero at war 
with Germany, instead of five. The 
documont bearing the signatures of 
the smaller nations was hurried to 
Spa in the wake of the first message.
